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NEWSROOM NOTES — Illi­ 
nois homeowners who haven’t 
increased their insurance cover­ 
age to k eep pace with rising 
construction costs may be dan­ 
gerously underinsured, the Illi­ 
nois State Bar Association said 
today . 
In urging ho meo wners to 
ex amine their insurance po li­ 
cies and to co nsult with their 
agents o r bro kers, the ISBA 
said replacement v alues o f 
residential 
pro perties 
hav e 
zo o med upward because o f 
higher co nstructio n co sts and 
o ther inflatio nary facto rs. 
One indication that many Illi­ 
nois 
homes 
may be 
under­ 
insured, the bar group said, is 
found in 
a survey of fire losses 
In another state. It revealed 
that only one out of three home­ 
owners carried enough insur­ 
ance to cover even one half of 
the replacement value of his 
ho use. 
The ISBA made these other 
observations concerning insur­ 
ance: 
1) To be adeq uately insured 
against fire or other catas­ 
trophe, 
a home should be in­ 
sured at 80 per cent of replace­ 
ment value, assuming 20 per 
cent of the value is in under­ 
ground 
improvements 
which 
will escape destruction. Howev­ 
er, in some cases, insurance at 
100 per cent of value is advisa­ 
ble. 
2) The ho meo wner’s insur­ 
ance sho uld include pro tectio n 
against fire and 
lightning, 
windsto rm, hail, ex plo sio n and 
po ssibly rio t and o ther perils 
as part o f a fire and ex tended 
co v erage insurance po licy o r 
package-ty pe 
Ho meo wners 
(HO) po licy . 
3) The “ HO** policy holder who 
maintains his insurance at 80 


per cent of value is reimbursed 
at full repair or replacement 
cost in event of partial damage 
to his home. On the other hand, 
if he is insured at less than 
that amount, he is compensated 
for damage only at the rate 
of replacement cost less depre­ 
ciation. 
4) The policy holder can hedge 
against future increases in the 
replacement value of his home 
by subscribing to an “inflation­ 
ary guard endorsement” to his 
policy . If he does this, his insur­ 
ance coverage will be increased 
automatically 
e ve r y 
three 
months at the rate of one per 
cent of the original amount of 
insurance. 
5 ) In case o f to tal lo ss, the 
liability o f the insurance co m­ 
pany nev er ex ceeds the face 
v alue o f the insurance po licy 
(as increased by any endo rse­ 
ments). Thus, the ho meo wner 
who wishes insurance at 100 
per cent o f v alue sho uld be 
sure the face v alue o f his po li­ 
cy is the same as the replace­ 
ment v alue o f his ho me. 
6) Under a broad form “HO” 
policy , personal property , in­ 
cluding furniture, clothing and 
other contents of the house are 
insured up to 50 per cent of 
the amount of insurance on the 
dwelling. However, the owner 
should be sure that this ar­ 
rangement 
will 
provide 
ade­ 
q uate compensation in case of 
loss. 
People who 
rent thier 
house or apartment also can in­ 
sure their personal possessions 
under tenants’ policies. 
7 ) Today , most fire and ex­ 
tended coverage insurance poli­ 
cies and homeowners’ pack age 
policies carry a $50 deductible 
provision. 
It means the policy 
holder must pay any damage 
of $50 or less himself.

' It is interesting to note that 
a six per cent across the board 
salary increase was budgeted 
for all city employ es, which is 
one per cent more than the 
Yarger Report called for. This 
amount is subject, however, to 
salary negotiations now in proc­ 
ess with the Police and Fire­ 
men’s Associations. 
Other items budgeted of inter­ 
est include $3,500 for municipal 
election; this being the y ear for 
election of new councilmen. 
$10,000 was budgeted in the 
Police Protection Fund for an 
Illinois Law Enforcement Study , 
but 75 per cent of this will be 
recouped 
in 
matching 
funds 
from the state. 


$1,200 was budgeted for fees 
for a fire consultant, to come 
up with suggestions for better 
operation of the fire depart­ 
ment. 
$24,000 was budgeted for a 
runway extension at Dixon Mu­ 
nicipal Airport. 
In other action the Council ac­ 
cepted the approved recommen­ 
dation of the Dixon Plan Com­ 
mission to accept the annexa­ 
tion of the Orchard Subdivision, 
Third Addition, 
and the Forrest 
Park Subdivision No. 3, and re­ 
ferred them to the city attorney 
for proper action. 
Recommendation of the plan 
commission for the annexation 
of the Chicago and Northwest­

Who Are Polled? 


A survey sh ows two out of th ree 
h ousewives favor Brand X detergent over 
Brand Y. 
Someone's favorite TV sh ow leaves 
th e air because of low audience ratings. 
Research ers for an insurance com­ 
p any finds Americans are being constant­ 
ly bombarded with results of th is p ublic 
op inion p oll or th at consumer survey. 
Newsp ap ers, magazines, radio and TV 
are quoting surveys and p olls wh ich tell 
us wh at we are th inking, watch ing, eat­ 
ing and buying. 
Says Joh n Q. Public, “ Nobody h as 
ever asked wh at I th ink about th e rising 
cost of living or for wh ich candidate I’m 
going to vote. I’ve never been questioned 
about my favorite breakfast cereal, and 
to my knowledge no one knows wh at 
ch annel I'm tuned to for th e late, late, 
late sh ow.” 
Th e reason is th at p ublic op inion sur­ 
veys rarely use a samp le of more th an 
1.500 to 1.600 p eop le. Th is h as been found 
to be th e best number number for getting 
accurate results with sp eed and economy. 
You may be very willing to give your 
op inion on any number of issues righ t 
now. But you can’t volunteer th is infor­ 
mation to a survey organization. You’ll 
h ave to wait until you fit into th e scien­ 
tific samp le. 
So it’s no wonder you h aven't been 
a>ked. Even if th ey question 20,000 p eop le 
every week, it could take 200 years to 
get around to you. 
Surveys fall under two basic h eadings 
— p ublic op inion research and market 
research . Th e two. alth ough similar, have 
th eir differences, but both fulfill a vital 
role in our economy and way of life. 
Two of th e best known p ublic op inion 
p olls, th e Harris Survey and th e Gallup 
Poll, p ublish rep orts of p ublic feeling on 
timely issues in newsp ap ers every week. 
But th e newsp ap er p olls are only a small 
p art of th e work th ese firms do. 
Policv-makers. p rivate business, foun­ 
dations and government agencies need a 
true p icture of th e op inions of p eop le and 
th e conditions wh ich exist today in order 
to decide wh at is to be done tomorrow. 
And nobody knows h ow we th ink with out 
asking us! 
Polling meth ods h ave ch anged dras­ 
tically since th e p residential election of 
1948 wh en all th e p ollsters p redicted 
Dewey would win over Truman. Since 
th en, th ey h ave p icked each winner with ­ 
in one or two p ercentage p oints of th e 
actual vote. 
A survey or p oll merely measures 
p ublic op inion at a given time. Gallup 
refers to p olls as “single snap sh ots at 
one p oint of time in a constantly moving 
p icture’*. Public op inion is a h igh ly vola­ 
tile th ing and is easily manip ulated. 


Public op inion in an election year h as 
become increasingly imp ortant to candi­ 
dates at all levels. It can even influence 
of p olitician's decision on wh eth er or not 
to run for a certain office. 
Th ere is more activity in th e field of 
market research th an p ublic op inion re­ 
search , but we h ear less of it. And yet 
market research more directly benefits 
consumers. 
Th e major objective of market re­ 
search is to increase th e efficiency — 
and th ereby to lower th e exp ensee — of 
getting goods and services to th e con­ 
sumer. In most well-develop ed countries, 
th e cost of distribution is usually more 
th an th e cost of p roduction. And so if 
distribution costs can be reduced, th e 
ultimate result is less exp ensive consum­ 
er p roducts. 
Th e reason a TV sh ow leaves th e air 
may not be because a sh ow is lousy. TV 
ratings, done every two weeks, measure 
not only th e number of viewers but also 
th eir age. sex, occup ation, income and 
many oth er ch aracteristics. Th is infor­ 
mation h elp s advertisers decide if th ey 
are reach ing th e viewers most likely to 
buy th eir p roducts. If not, th e sh ow’ is 
eith er ch anged to a different time p eriod 
wh en th e righ t p eop le are watch ing, or 
gone forever 
TV audiences are measured by an 
electronic meter attach ed to sets in p re­ 
selected h omes. Th e record of viewing 
is th en match ed with th e known ch arac­ 
teristics of th e family. National newscas­ 
ters Ch et Huntley says h e's convinced 
th at ratings are accurate. “ It’s a h arsh 
way to live, but h ow else can you sur­ 
vive’*'' h e said. 
Th e imp ortance of market research 
to business today is steadily increasing 
as th e country becomes larger and more 
comp lex. Th ere's a myriad of retail 
stores, and th e number of brands, typ es 
and p ackage sizes of consumer goods is 
constantly growing. Th ere were h ardly 
more th an 25 brands and sizes of any 
p roduct on th e market 30 years ago. To­ 
day th ere are 361 p ackaged detergents 
and over 800 p rep ared mixes. But many 
oth ers never saw th e ligh t of day because 
test marketing sh owed no real demand 
or consumer accep tance — th ereby sav­ 
ing exp ensive “tooling up ” costs. 
As an emp loye of business, industry 
or government, you may be eith er using 
results of some survey, or be involved 
in taking one yourself. As a consumer, 
almost everyth ing you buy or use bears 
th e invisible stamp of some survey or 
p oll. So. even th ough your ch ances of be­ 
ing interviewed in a survey may be slim, 
th e results th ey rep ort affect you every 
day of your life! 
Women Okay Marriage 


Th e h onorable institution of marriage 
not only is h ere to stay, but 
continues 
to h old its attraction for th e female mem­ 
bers of our p op ulation, according to a 
recent survey by statisticians of an insur­ 
ance comp any. 
By March , 1968. th ere were more th an 
46.6 million married women in th e United 
States, ail increase of almost 3.9 million 
since th e 1960 Census, and over 8 .9 mil­ 
lion since 1950. Most of th ese women are 
relatively young, over a th ird being un­ 
der 35 years of age, wh ile more th an a 
fifth are in th e 35-44 years age bracket. 
About 93 p er cent of married women 
live with th eir h usbands in th eir own 
h ouseh old. An additional 1.4 p er cent re­ 
side with th eir sp ouse in th e h ome of a 
p arent or oth er relative until th ey are 
able to set up a h ouseh old of th eir own. 
Of th e wives wh o live ap art from their 
h usband, th ree fifth s do so because of 
marital discord. For anoth er quarter, 
eith er th e wife or h er sp ouse is an in­ 
mate of an institution, or is emp loyed 
away from h ome. In th e remaining cases, 
th e h usband is in th e armed forces. 
Th e vast majority of all married wom­ 
en make th eir h ome in non-farm areas, 
only 5.4 p er cent living on farms. Among 
th e m arried women wh o live with th eir 
sp ouse, 3 out of 10 reside in th e South, 
and almost as large a proportion in th e 
North Central region. Th e Northeast con­ 
tains a quarter of our 
married couples, 
and th e West h as a sixth . These propor­ 


tions vary with advance in age, rising in 
the North and declining in th e South and 
West. 
American wives h ave attained a rela­ 
tively h igh educational level: th ree fifth s 
h ave at least a h igh sch ool education. 
Among women under 35 living with th eir 
sp ouse, over 70 p er cent are at least 
h igh sch ool graduates and about a fifth 
h ave h ad one to th ree years of h igh 
sch ool. On th e oth er h and, of th ose aged 
65 and over — wh o reflect educational 
levels of th e p ast — less th an a th ird h ave 
comp leted h igh sch ool and more th an 
h alf h ave less th an one year of h igh 
sch ool. 
Husbands are still th e mam bread­ 
winners in most families. Over th e years, 
h owever, increasing numbers of wives 
h ave been emp loyed: by March 1968, 
th ey constituted over one fifth of th e to­ 
tal labor force at ages 18 and over. At 
ages under 25, almost 43 p er cent of th e 
wives residing with th eir sp ouses were 
in th e labor force. Th e statisticians p oint 
out th at, as migh t be exp ected, th e p ro­ 
p ortion was somewh at lower among th ose 
at ages 25-35, wh en many women remain 
at home to rear th eir ch ildren. 
However, as y oungsters reach an age 
when they can take care of themselves, 
many wives re-enter the labor force.

some p arallels with anyth ing. 
Some p arallels certainly exist, 
and in several p articulars we

But th e differ­ 
ences are as immense as Mt. 
Everest and th e scare-scare- 


scare stories emphasizing on­ 
ly the parallels stand within 
a short nine-iron shot from 
nowhere. 
Our economic barometer s 
indexes in 1929 fell more than 
50 per cent. And farming, 
turned ill, was decisive in the 
economy . But it was chiefly 
the overextension of credit to

most blatant distortion. 
THE 1929 DOW-J ONES in­ 
dustrial average reached a 
peak of 381. It hit a bottom 
of 41 in 1932, the deepest it 
dropped into the black pit. 
And the shoestring, credit- 
filled market was so incredi­ 
bly inflated in the 1929 splurge 
that it took 25 y ears for stocks 
to come back to the 1929 level. 
President Roosevelt served 
12 y ears and one month. We 
abandoned gold convertibility . 
For the first time in the histo­ 
ry of the United States, in­ 
cluding the Civil War, it was 
iLlegal for our citizens to own 
gold. Mr. Roosevelt devalued 
the dollar. WTe began the in­ 
flation that has grown ever 
since. World War II came and 
went, with its own tremendous 
inflationary p ow e r . Then 
President Truman served sev­ 
en y ears and nine months. 
YET IT WAS NOT until the 
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Eisenhower 
administration 
that stocks finally recovered 
to the 1929 level. At last the 
Dow topped 381 in 1954. And, 
astoundingly enough, even to­ 
day the Dow is twice as high 
as it was in 1929 — a full 
41 y ears ago. 
The fundamental 
of our 
Great Depression which the 
scare-scare-scare stories ap­ 
pear to ignore is that it was 
a world depression. That was 
the key to what happened to 
us. 
L A R G E L Y 
UNNOTED 
events 
often 
signal 
big 
changes. The wars between 
Rome and Carthage, which 
lasted more than 100 y ears, 
began with a small quarrel 
over pirates in Sicily . The 
world depression was first 
signaled by the failure of the 
Credit Bank in Vienna. In a 
silence such as greeted that 
event y ou could have heard 
the eleatric clock in a Rolls. 
But the troubles spread from 
Austria to all of Central Eu­ 
rope. Gradually they engulfed 
all of Europe. 
THE UNITED STATES has 
_ given more and asked less 
than any country in the his­ 
tory of the world. That is an­ 
other reason why wre can be 
proud we are Americans. We 
made immense, 
continuous, 
heroic and costly efforts to 
bail out one European country 
after another. It did not work. 
We received mostly cirtidsm 
instead of thanks, especially 
regarding our tariffs, and this 
was the moment when cy nics 
first called Uncle Sam “ Unde 
Sap” for our generosity . 
FINALLY, EUROPE’S de­ 
pression created the world de­ 
pression by extending across 
the Atlantic. America’s resist­ 
ance to it was high and we 
were the last of all 
the 
world’s major countries to be 
affected. 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
other politidans completely 
rewrote history to their own 
advantage to avoid this point. 
Today ’s scare-scare-scare sto­ 
ries are guilty of much the 
same omission of that point.

Federal budget receipts in 
the coming fiscal y ear are ex­ 
pected to equal nearly $1,000 
for every American living in 
the United States, say s Tax 
Foundation, Inc. 
The proposed budget antici­ 
pate collecting $202 billion, or 
$9 84 per capita, according to 
the Foundation. Although re­ 
ceipts are expected to in­ 
crease by $2.7 billion, the per­ 
cepita amount will rise by 
only about $3 over the $981 
currently estimated for the 
fiscal y ear ending J une 30. 
While there are no known 
movements to share Federal 
taxes 
equally 
among 
all 
Americans, 
the 
Foundation 
said the per capita figures 
provide dramatic evidence of 
growth in the burden of gov­ 
ernment support. For exam­ 
ple, Federal budget receipts 
have almost doubled since fis­ 
cal 1960 when they equalled 
$517 per American. In the 
y ears before World War II, 
budget 
receipts 
ran 
in 
amounts less than $50 per 
person. 
Reducing the multi-billion 
Federal receipts figures to 
per capita levels also shows 
some wide variations in the 
impact of Federal tax collec­ 
tions among the states. Based 
on 1969 population figures (the 
latest 
available 
for 
state 
populations) the burden of the 
proposed Federai budget va­ 
ries from a low of $505 per 
person in Mississippi to a high 
of $1.421 in Connecticut. 
The state figures, reflecting 
mainly differences in income 
levels and industrial concen­ 
tration, 
vary 
considerably 
from U.S. Treasury statistics 
on collections. The state-bv- 
state figures below are based 
on a Tax Foundation formula 
which takes into account, for 
example, that tobacco taxes

Served Refugees 
Tn 1949, Mr. Nurmet was 
emp loy ed as director of the 
I.irtehran World 
Federation in 
the French zone of Germany , 
where he served refugees in 
t h e i r sp iritual and emigra­ 
tion needs. The family came 
to the United States in 1950, 
and settled in Oregon, where 
he joined the Rockford Art 
Association, and started work­ 
ing a* a staff artist for the 
W'att Publishing Com p an \ in 
Mt. Morris. 
Tn 1957, Mr. Nurmet was 
Instrumental in founding the 
Eagle's Nest Art Group in Or­ 
egon, and was elected the or­ 
ganization's first p resident. 
Since 1951. he has won art 
awards in shows sp onsored by 
the Rockford Art Association, 
the Beloit Art Show, Rock­ 
ford’s St. Anskar's Religious 
Art Show, Rockford's Green­ 
wich

The resid ents inv olv ed In this 
p rogram 
hav e 
one 
half-d ay 
work and one half d ay school 
sched u les. Each shou ld ex hibit 
p otential for a work and liv ing 
p lacement ou tsid e of the state 
school. This cou ld range from 
an entirely ind ep end ent p lace­ 
ment to a sheltered work and 
liv ing p lacement. 
Three of the fiv e d ay s are 
sp ent in the classroom. One d ay 
is sp ent In Tillman Hou se, a 
hou se which is eq u ip p ed similar 
to a regu lar home. One d ay is 
sp ent as a town ex p erience in 
the su rrou nd ing commu nities. 
The emp hasis of the school 
p rogram is on p rep aration for 
an ind ep end ent work and liv ing 
situ ation. Teachers u tilize some 
of the following method ologies: 
Acu al ex p erience: A Tillman 
Hou se d ay , the resid ent p artici­ 
p ates in ex p eriences of cooking, 
cleaning, 
and

Ethanol, a narcotic ad d ictiv e 
d ru g, has snared from 6V2 to 
8 ^ million Americans and there 
may be 4 to 5 million more 
who are bord erline ad d icts to 
the d ru g. 
The intox icant is blamed for 
more than 50 p er cent of fatal 
accid ents in the U.S. in 1968 
which took the liv es of 52,500 
ind iv id u als and which cau sed 
abou t $10 billion p rop erty d am­ 
age. 
Its abu sers hav e been esti­ 
mated to cost ind u stry from 
$1*4 to $2 billion, annu ally . 
In 1965, stu d ies by George 
Washington Univ ersity rev ealed 
that 68 p er cent of all Ameri­ 
cans u se the d ru g and it was 
that stu d y which rep orted that 
abou t 8.6 millions are ad d icted 
to the narcotic. 
Ethanol is ethy l alcohol, the 
Intox icant in all alcoholic bev er­ 
ages. 
The abu se of the d ru g affects, 
to a negativ e way , the well-be­ 


ing of 20 million Americans, al­ 
coholics and their d ose rela­ 
tiv es, and by any stand ard this 
creates a social p roblem of con­ 
sid erable magnitu d e. 
By contrast, there are from 
350,000 to 500,000 heroin ad d icts 
in the United States. 
While the United States is one 
of the hard er d rinking nations 
in the world , one shou ld not 
ru sh to the conclu sion that 
Americans cannot bold their liq ­ 
u or, althou gh 1 of 15 social 
d rinkers will become an alco­ 
holic. 
On the other hand , these sta­ 
tistics clearly p oint ou t that 
s t a t e m e nt s concerning the 
abu se of alcohol are p rop erly 
inclu d ed in any series abou t 
d ru g abu se. 
The u se of alcoholic bev er­ 
ages is obv iou sly accep ted in 
ou r cu ltu re, bu t its u se is regu ­ 
lated . 
—It cannot be u sed by any one 
u nd er 21 y ears of age. 
—Sellers of the bev erage may 
be held liable for d amage d one 
by an intox icated p erson, if they 
sold him d rinks. 
—The hou rs of a d ay ; the 
d ay s of a week, and what holi­ 
d ay s liq u or can be sold are 
regu lated by state and city 
laws. 
—A p erson can be arrested 
for being d ru nk. In fact, abou t 
one-third of all arrests mad e 
in the U.S. each y ear are for 
liq u or offenses. 
—It is illegal to d riv e an au to, 
mobile while intox icated , as 
well as to hav e in a car a bottle 
of liq u or with the seal broken. 
While beer is wid ely , bu t ille­ 


gally , consu med by teen-agers, 
the abu se of alcohol is in no 
way confined to y ou ng p eop le. 
In fact, the p roblem of alcohol 
abu se is increasing while the 
p ercentage of y ou ng p eop le, il­ 
legally 
consu ming 
alcoholic 
bev erages has remained abou t 
the same since the rep eal of 
Prohibition in 1932. 
Ethy l alcohol, the only alcohol 
safely consu mable by hu mans, 
is d eriv ed from the fermenta­ 
tion of certain cereals or fru its 
and is p rod u ced as the liv ing 
cells begin to conv ert the su gar 
in the food stu ff into alcohol. 
The fermentation p rocess goes 
on u ntil there is no more su gar 
left in the food stu ff. 
Ethy l alcohol is a clear and 
tasteless liq u id which is mix ed 
into other liq u id s to p rod u ce 
whiskey , beer, ru m, gin, v od ka 
and some liq u eu rs. The fru it of 
brand ies and wines p rod u ce the 
alcohol by fermentation. 
A shot glass of 80 to 90 p roof 
liq u or has abou t the same alco­ 
holic content as contained in 
a 
bottle of beer or a glass of wine. 
Alcohol is a narcotic becau se 
it is a d ep ressant. It p rod u ces 
states of lethargy and d rowsi­ 
ness. (It will be ex p lained below 
why a p erson seems stimu lated 
after a few d rinks.) 
Mo st peo ple who d rink mo der­ 
a tely kno w tha t a lco ho l is in­ 
to x ica ting in sufficient a mo unts; 
that some d rinkers ev entu ally 
become alcoholics; that heav y 
drinking fo r ma ny y ea rs ma y 
cau se cirrhosis of the liv er, that 
some p eop le d ie fro m acu te a l­ 
co ho lism, but few kno w ho w the 


ingestation of ethanol affects 
their bod ies. 
In 1964 , 0.8 p er cent of all 
d eaths were attribu ted to acu te 
alcoholism. 
Stu d ies 
hav e 
shown 
that 
heav y alcoholic d rinkers hav e 
cirrhosis of liv er twice as often 
as nond rinkers. 
High concentration of alcohol 
in the stomach, which occu rs 
when one d rinks enou gh to be­ 
come inebriated , cau ses this or­ 
gan to secrete an ex cess of gas­ 
tric mu cou s which is alway s a 
sign of inju ry . 
This stomach reaction cau ses 
v itamins, minerals and amino 
acid s in food s not to be com­ 
p letely absorbed by the stomach 
and thu s they are not d istribu t­ 
ed throu gh the bod y . 
Only abou t 25 p er cent of al­ 
cohol consu med is ex creted in 
u rine, saliv a, p ersp iration or 
breath, and the remaining 75 
p er cent inv ad es bod y cells 
where it interferes with the 
p rocess by which the bod y cells 
release energy to the blood . 
Normally carbohy d rates are 
changed to glu cose d u ring d i­ 
gestion and the liv er acts as 
a storehou se which conv erts 
glu cose into gly cogen and su p ­ 
p lies it to bod y cells. 
The bod y cells in tu rn recon­ 
v ert the gly cogen into glu cose 
to su p p ly the d emand of the 
Wood for food or energy . 
Alcohol d oes not hav e to be 
d igested so when consu med it 
reaches bod y cells d irectly and 
is ox id ized or bu rned a s energy 
as it mix es with ox y gen. This 
p rod u ces the warm feeling of 
well-being a nd eupho ria which 


occu rs after d rinking two or 
three cocktails. 
Howev er, for reasons not well 
u nd erstood , this ox id ization of 
alcoholic 
calories 
interferes 
with the normal transfer of car­ 
bohy d rates. 
After the initial combu stion of 
alcoholic calories, other calor­ 
ies, alcoholic inclu d ed , seem 
mostly to be stored as fat while 
alcohol is p resent in the bod y . 
Alcohol carries a high caloric 
cou nt, 7 p er gram as comp ared 
to carbohy d rates, which hav e 4 
p er gram, bu t it is a p oor food 
since it contains no v itamins. 
The more-ad v anced stages of 
intox ication occu r when the al­ 
cohol reaches the cells of the 
brain and its narcotic effect 
d u lls the ju d gment. 
This accou nts for the fact a 
d ru nken p erson may become 
balkativ e, belligerent, ex citable 
or sex u ally p romiscu ou s. 
Psy chologically sp eaking, the 
p erson’s ego has broken d own. 
There is no common agree­ 
ment abou t what cau ses some 
heav y d rinkers to become alco­ 
holics and others not. 
The answer lies locked some­ 
where in each p erson’s ind iv id ­ 
u al p sy chology and his own 
bod y chemistry 7. 
Alcoholic ad d iction may origi­ 
nate from p sy chological cau ses 
or from p hy sical reaction, bu t 
there is alway s a p hy sical with­ 
d rawal if a p erson who is an 
alcoholic stop s d rinking. 
Many heav y d rinkers are re­ 
ferred to as alcoholics who are 
not: they may be d rinkers who 
hav e a p roblem with alcohol, 
but a re no t a lco ho lics. 


Some d rinkers become ad d ict­ 
ed in a relativ ely short p eriod 
of time while others d rink heav ­ 
ily for many y ears withou t be­ 
coming alcoholics. 
Whether he become« ad d icted 
or not, the p erson who d rinks 
heav ily for many y ears will ex ­ 
p erience p hy sical d amage to his 
bod y . 
There is a bu ild u p of the tox ic 
lev el from alcohol and ex cessiv e 
amou nts of liq u or consu med d o 
shorten the life of a p e r s o n . 
Usu ally , an u nad d icted heav y 
d rinker d oes not consu me the 
amou nts of alcohol to so d am­ 
age his bod y as to be the cau se 
of his d eath. 
There is no ev id ence that 
mod erate social d rinking has 
any effect on the length of life. 
An alcoholic is one who is 
u nable to control the amou nt 
of liq u or he consu mes after he 
has taken the first d rink. 
The only cu re for an alcoholic 
is to stop d rinking, comp letely . 
If he d oes not he will d ie. 
There is no v ery su re way 
to cu re alcoholism. 
Alcoholics Anony mou s, which 
u ses a grou p su p p ortiv e tech­ 
niq u e along with 12 step s which 
embod y sp iritu al meaning and 
an imp licit tru st in something 
greater than the ind iv id u al, has 
the best record in cu ring alco­ 
holics. 
Other techniq u es inv olv e hos­ 
p italization, 
accomp anied 
by 
u se of d ru gs to ov ercome the 
I ind iv id u al’s crav ing for alcohol. 
There are more relap ses from 
the 
d ru g-hosp ital 
cu re 
than 
from 
Alcoholic» Ano ny mo us, 
kno wn a s AA.

It’s easy to let them go — 
becau se du rable p ress fabrics 
alway s look so fresh. It is more 
difficu lt and sometimes imp os­ 
sible to remov e stains if they 
become aged. 
Grease and oil stains hav e 
been the biggest lau ndry p rob­ 
lems 
with 
du rable 
p ress. 
There’s one method that so far 
has been su p erior. Ap p ly 
a li­ 
q u id detergent to the sp ot, and 
work it in. Leav e the liq u id de­ 
tergent on ov ernight for su bborn 
stains, say s Miss Ingels. 
Really imp ossible stains can 
be remov ed by ap p ly ing clean­ 
ing flu id to the garment. This 
sometimes leav es a ring that’s 
hard to remov e, so try the de­ 
tergent method first. 
Finally , su ggests Miss Ingels, 
wash du rable p ress fabrics in 
hot water. Contrary to p op u lar 
op inion, this is su p erior to cold 
water washing. Use the amou nt 
of detergent su ggested by the 
manu factu rer on the box , and 
the soil will go down the drain. 
Rhu barb Reigns 
Rhu barb reigns as economy 
of sp ring — esp ecially if it’s 
from y ou r own garden. Bu t ju st 
lik e any “seasonal” p lentifu l, 
y ou ’ll get tired of it before the 
su p p ly ru ns ou t. Don’t waste 
this chance to sav e flav or and 
money , say s Kay Mu nsen, ex ­ 
tension 
nu tritionist 
at 
Iowa 
State Univ ersity . 
First, p ick it at its p eak — 
before the stalk s become woody . 
Cook u p the first batch as a 
sau ce — delightfu l the first or 
second time arou nd. Keep on 
p ick ing the rhu barb as it grows, 
and freeze it. All y ou hav e to 
do is wrash the stalk s, trim 
them, cu t in p ieces, and p u t 
them in p lastic bags. No su gar, 
no siru p , no blanching — a 
trip le treat when y ou 'd rather 
be ou tdoors than In the k itchen. 


It’s been almost a y ear since 
y ou had fresh ru barb av ailable, 
so don’t forget abou t y ou r fami­ 
ly fav orites — cobbler, short­ 
cak e, rhu barb cak e. You might 
want to try Mrs. Mu nsen’s su g­ 
gestion for a dessert, cook rhu ­ 
barb, thick ening the sau ce with 
tap ioca. Top ju st before serv ing 
with a thin cu stard sau ce. 
Whatev er y ou do, don’t let the 
rhu barb grow u nnoticed.
